New Delhi, the 2nd April 1975 

G.S.R. 185(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 
of the All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consulta¬ 
tion with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954, namely;— 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Fifth Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the Ist day of January, 1973, 

2. In the Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954— 

(i) in rule 3, sub-rule (I), for the brackets, letters, words an^ figures— 

“(b) Selection Grade: Rs, 1800-100-2000—With effect from the first day of March, 
1962.’’ 

the following shall be substituted, namely:—■ 

“(b) Selection Grade—Rs. 2000—125/2—^2250—With effect from the first day of 
January, 1973,”. 

(ii) in rule 3, in sub-rule (3)— 

(1) for the words, abbreviation and figures, “In the case of an officer drawing pay 
upto and including Rs. 1800 in the existing scale—" the brackets, letters, 
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abbreviation, words and figures “(a) In the case of 'an officer drawing pay 
iipto and including Rs. 1800 in the existing scales” shall be substituted: 

(2) before Explanation I, the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(b) The pay of an officer drawing basic pay exceeding Rs. 1800 in the existing 
scale shall be fixed at the stage in the revised scale which is equal to hiS 
basic pay in the existing scale plus dearness allowance drawn by him at 
the rates in force on 31st December, 1972, or if there is no such stage, 
the stage next below such aggregate plus personal pay equal to the 
difference to be absorbed In future increases in pay. But if the minimum 
pay of the revised scale is more than the pay admissible under thiA 
clause, the pay should be fixed at the minimum of the revised scale,” 

(iil) in Schedule (I to the said Rules, for the words and figures 
"Selection Grade Ist year of service—1800, 2nd year of servie—1900, 3id year 


of service and over—2000.”’ 

the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

"Selection Grade 1st year of service 200 

Selection Grade 2Qd year of service. 2000 

Selection Grade 3rd year of service. 2125 

Selection Grade 4fh year of service 2125 

Selection Grade 5th year of service and over. 2250". 


EXPIANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Central Civil Services (Revised Pav) Rules. 1973, were issued to implement the 
recommendations made bv the Third Central Pay Commission in respect of the pay scales 
of Class n Class ITT and Class TV employees. They were given effect to from the 1st 
lanuary, 1973. Government have since broadly accepted, with some modifications, the 
recommendations of th- Third Central Pay Commission recarding the pay scales In Class 
T Servicfts/oosts and the All-India Services and have decided that, except in respect of 
revision of pay or scales of pav of posts which have been ungreded to Rs 3,000 (fixed) 
or above, the date of revision of pav scales in Class I Servdees/posts and the All-India 
.Services shall he the same as for c mpinvees in Class IT to Class TV. namely, the 1st 
lanuary. 1973 The Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954, are, therefore, 
being amended accordingly
